National Council of Fascism Points 
to Accomplishments.

ROME, Aug. i1.—The national 


council of Fascism has adopted res- 
olutions summarizing the results of

BUILDING PERMITS ALREADY 
NEARLY EQUAL 1922 TOTAL 


Cost of Work Authorized in Seven 

Months $10,193.557 More Than 

in Same Period Last Year. 

Building permits issued in St. 
Louls in the first seven months of 
this year, ending July 31, authorized 
new construction and alterations 
costing $23,332,330, an increase of 
$10,193,557 over the total in the 
sume period of 1922. The number 
of fermits issued was 8479, as com- 
pared with 7135 in the same period 
last year, an increase of 1344. The 
seven-month total is within $1,878,- 
175 of that for the entire year of 
1922. 

EKach month of the current vear 
has shown’ increasing activity in 
building. In July, 1280 permits were 
issucd for structures estimated to 
cost $2,906,463 when completed. 
This was an increase in number of 
126 and $920,516 in cost. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch 
June 30, 17 large projects, estimated 
to vost $13,035,000 before building 
costs began a new rise, are being 
held up for a more favorable mar- 
ket.

ANOTHER SWINDLE LAID 
TO MAN POLICE KILLED 


Wojcik Identified by Saloon 
Keeper as Stranger Who 
Worked “Box Trick” 
on Him. 


Additional data as to alleged crim- 
inal activities of James (Zigmund) 
Wojcik, who was shot and killed by 
city detectives in his homie, 3761 
Finney avenue, Sunday night, was 
obtained by police today when Mat 
Kostelec, proprietor of a saloon at 


Virginia avenue, identified 
Wojcik’s body as that of a man who 
obtained $1,100 from him.on July 23, 
through the ancient “box swindle.”’ 

Kostelec said Wojcik was known 
to him as Mike Kluckovi, of Joliet, 
Ill. As was told at the time, Kos- 
telec reported to police Monday that 
a week previously two strangers vis- 
ited his galoon. During the course 
of many drinks one stranger confid- 
ed to Kostelec that a suitcase carried 
by the other was full of money. 

The money was inherited, Késtelec 
was told, and the present possessor 
was seeking some honest man to 
distribute it among the poor. Kos- 
telec was voted a suitable distribu- 
tor if he could furnish a cash de- 
posit to guarantee proper distribu- 
tion. Kostelec gave the men his to- 
tal savings. He saw the money 
placed in a box which he was to hold. 
When he later opened the box the 
money was not there. 

Wojcik was declared yesterday to 
have been the friend and sponsor of 
a swindler who obtained $3700 last 
month from Joseph  Klekocienski., 
1529 South Third street, a saloon 
keeper, by a “money doubling’ game. 
The saloon keeper, as was told yes- 
terday, said that Wojcik introduced 
the swindler to him and vouched for 
him. 

It was also learned yesterday 
that St. Francois County authorities 
Pare investigating if Wojcik was the 
man. who was accused of a $33,000 
swindle in that county a few years 
ago, and who broke jail. When this 
man was arrested later he could not 
be prosecuted because the witnesses 
had disappeared. Wojcik algo is said 
to have been the sponsor of a man 
suspected of theft of $6000 from the 
home of a Polish family at Desloge, 
St. Francois County. 

Wojcik and_ his brother-in-law, 
Walter Boroski or Brzozowski, were 
beth killed in the former’s house, 
when detectives entered the place;

DWELLS ON 10TH FLOOR 
TO ESGAPE HAY FEVER 


James R. Harris Interns Self 
High Above Street fay Six 
Weeks Every Year, 


If you are a victim of hay fever 
and want to escape its ravages you 
do not have to go North—you can 


go up. 

That, in effect, is the advice of 
James R. Harris, first vice president 
and general manager of Busch-Sul- 
zer Bros.-Diesel Engine Co., who is 
preparing for an annual period of 
volufitary internment far above street 
level at the Missouri Athletic Asso- 
ciation, to dodge the dust which he 
believes carries the sneeze-and-mis- 
ery producing imp of hay fever. 

Nearly every year for 10 years, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today, Harris 
has forsaken a pleasant home at 445 
Algonquin place, Webster Groves, 
with tree-shaded and bird-cheered 
lawn, to take up temporary residence 
at the M. A. A. Here is his story: 

“] believe as others do, that hay 
fever comes from ragweed pollen 
cariled in the air in late summer, and 
blown from the country into the city 
streets. It seems to me that this 
pollen-laden dust can be escaped by 
going high up WY a building down- 
town, so I follow that procedure. 
For 39 years, since I was a boy of 
12, I have had hay fever. I have 
tricd all sorts of remedies, but came 
to the conclusion there is no cure 
for it. There is some sort of new 
serum I. haven't tried, but I am 
skeptical about it. 

First Sneeze on Aug. 15. 

“Northern Wisconsin and the 
White Mountains, where I had hoped 
to go this summer, are fine places 
to escape hay fever, but one cannot 
always get away from town. Every

year, promptly on August 15, I get 


my first twinge of the trouble; May- 
be just a sneeze. I never bother 
about it in advance, or even think 
about it, so there hardly seems to 
be any psychological reason for 
this regularity. Along about Oct. 
1 or a little earlier the trouble is 
over. 

“My plan is to go up in’ the M. 
A. A. and stay there most of the 
time. I have a fine room reserved 
now at the southwest corner of the 
tenth floor, because business will 
keep me in town. My secretary will 
bring business matters to me at the 
club and there will be no difficulty 
in keeping busy. 

“Sometimeg I have tried to go to 
my office (3300 South Second street) 
when I felt pretty well, but usually 
when I went outside my trouble be- 
gan. I would send for a closed ma- 
chine to take me to the office. What 
do I do for entertainment? Read, 
mostly; it is a fine opportunity to 
read. Of course sometimes I would 
like to go about for something else

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Coples of 
radiograms and cable mesSages al- 


leged to have been exchanged be- 
tween Mrs. Allan A. Ryan and 
George Maxwell, head of the Ameri- 
can Association of Authors, Compos- 
ers and Publishers, on file with the 
Clerk of General Sessions Court, fall 
to support the assertion that Mrs. 


Maxwell expressing ‘undying love’ 
and saying she wished he were the 
father of her children. 

These messages, now part of the 
record in the scurrilous letter case, 
purport to indicate that Mrs. Ryan 
and Maxwell were in almost daily 
vommunication last winter, althougn 
separated by the Atlantic and that 
they had an appointment to meet in 
ParisAast March, the month in. which 
Allan A. Ryan received the anony- 
mous letters commenting on their 
friendship. 

Letters Referred To. 

Most of the messages contain the 
expression “beaucoup courage,” or ite 
English equivalent, “‘much courage,” 
and several refer to letters the two 
were exchanging, but in none does 
the word “love” appear. 

Mrs. Ryan is alleged to have sent 
a radio to Maxwell from the stenm- 
ship Reliance Oct. 9 last, whicn, 
translated into English, read: “Much 
courage and need of you,” and the 
same day is said to have received a 
radio from.him saying: “Your de- 
sires strongly reciprocated, eternal 
courage,” or, as the message was 
worded in French, “‘Tes desires fort- 
ement echanges courage eternel.” 

One message from Maxwell to 
Mrs. Ryan indicates he was “‘deso- 
late,”’ Feb. 25 last, because he had 
received “no news 10 days.” An- 
other, shid to have been received by 
Maxwell, from Mrs. Ryan as he 
sailed on the steamship Paris earlier 
in March for France, where she was 
sojourning, reads: “Bon voyage, 
eternal courage, longing, impatient.” 

Others are in similar vein, and 
the last message, dated March 12 
and purporting to have been sent 
by Mrs. Ryan to Maxwell at Le 
Havre, where his steamer landed, 
reads: “Everything arranged, meet 
Westminster, supreme courage, 
waiting impatiently.” 

Appear to Contradict Brief. 

The messages, as a whole, appear 
to contradict charges made in the 
brief, which purports to have been 
drawn by Assistant District Attorney 
Edwin P. Kilroe and was filed last 
week. 

That brief referred to the allega- 
tion that the scurrilous letter -fre- 
ceived by Ryan asserted that Mra. 
Ryan had sent Maxwell the “undying 
love’’ message and other endearing 
communications which were set 
forth. The brief then tead: “The 
testimony before the grand jury 
shows that every statement  con- 
tained in the letter is true.”

Raiding Homes of the Poor. 

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

AY 1 have a few lines in your valu- 

able paper regarding the recent raid 
on the rooming house on Finncy avenue 
during which two men were killed? The 
papers report that the plain clothes de- 
tectives did not have search warrants but 
took it upon themselves to foree entrance 
into the house, which for all they knew 
was a orivate home. 

May [ pcint a similar yet widely differ- 
ent case? One night last winter I was 
street and no- 
ticed whe. appeared to be a circus tent 
bullt alongside a mignificent residence. 
There were several regular policemen 
outside on the sidewalk evidently guard- 
ing the party, and evidently there were 
several hundred persons in the tent, as 
they were making quite a noise: One 
kindly old policeman allowed me to peak 
in the tent through a crack in the canvas 
and I aaw unmistakably that champagne 
was being consumed and in no small 
quantities. I was told it was the occa- 
sion of presenting to society of the debu- 
tante daughter of a wealthy family. 

Now the point I want to atress is that 
it must have been evident to the police 
that intoxicating liquor was being con- 
sumed at this wathering, yet they did not 
dare interfere, in fact were guarding the 
house, doubtless on account of the costly 
jewels, etc., worn by people attending the 
party. i#ut the poor people on Finney 
avenue, who in their plain way were try- 
ing to entertain themselves along the 
same liner, perhaps aping the society 
people—they are the ones whose homes 
the police can enter without search war- 
rants. 

If ‘ths police want to search without 
warrants, believe me, they will find 
heaps of liquor in any of the prominent 
houses in the wealthy districts in West 
End. It will always be noticed that the 
raida are made on lowly and mostly poor 
people, and it does seem that a gross dis- 
crimination is made in these liquor raids. 
If prohibition is to be strictly drawn, 
surely all classes of people must be made 
to obey the law, and not only the poor 
people but the rich must be held ac- 
countable for liquor in thelr possession. 
A poor man’s home should be as exempt 
from violation as that of the rich.

That it is absolutely impossible to clear up the’ 
German reparations muddle except through the ac | 


‘ceptance by all parties concerned, of the principle of | 
| arbitration, 


is shown by the latest facts and fig-| 


ures issued by the Reparations Commission. The| 
two leading parties to the controversy over repara- | 
tions, France and Germany, are further apart in 


their claims than leaders in a great industrial dis- | 


pute in which arbitration is seen to be the only!

The whole trouble, however, with regard to. 
agreement as to reparations lies in the enormous 
difference between the German figures and the 
Reparations Commission's figures giving the totals 
of payments already made. 

On the German estimate, Germany claims credit 
for 5,608,000,000 gold marks, as the value of Ger- 
man Government properties ceded in former Ger- 
man territory, including her colonies. But the 
Reparations Commission values these properties at 
only 2,219,000,000 gold marks. 

Similarly, for the Saar mines, Germany claims 
a credit of 1,018,000,000 gold marks, while the 
Reparations Commission will only allow 400,000,- 
000 gold marks as the value of these mines. 

On deliveries of coal and cake, Germany claims 
a credit of over two billion gold marks. She is 
allowed a credit of only 949 million. 

For her ships seized or delivered up, Germany 
claims a credit of nearly six billion gold marks. She 
is allowed 707 millions. 

Similar huge discrepancies are to be found in 
all the items compared, and the Reparations Com- 
mission gives valid reasons for its lower valuation 
in every case. For example, in the credit far ships, 
Germany has included two and a half billions for 
the vessels seized by the United States. 

In totals, Germany claims credit for 22,440,000,- 
000 gold marks. The Reparations Commission 
finds her entitled to credit for 7,927,500,000 gold 
marks, but then proceeds to deduct ‘“‘cash advances 
made by the Allied Powers’’ consisting principally 
of the cost of military occupation and expenses of 
the Control Commissions amounting to over two 
billion gold marks. With these deductions made, 
the Reparations Commission finds that Germany 
has actually paid only 6,076,000,000 gold marks. 
Placing this total against the 132 billions assessed 
against Germany under the Treaty of Versailles, 
it is evident that bookkeeping is going to be Ger-

But he 
showed that no such piffiing consideration of deli- 
cacy could restrain him from offering his services 
where he felt they were needed. After retiring 
from office he went to Russia for Mr. Sinclair on a 
matter involving oil concessions. 

That was surprise number one. But let us go 
further. It must be conceded that Mr. Fall has 
never been in sympathy with communism. He 
has been pointed out as the antithesis of it. 
It was said he actually believed the story 
about nationalizing the women. But again he 
proved that his mind was not closed to hew con- 
victions, especially concerning a government that 
deals in oil concessions—a subject with which he 
is familiar. No, indeed. He says that the soviet 
government is nothing like as bad as had been 
reported out in New Mexico, and that he regards 
it, on the contrary, as a going concern.
